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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments are drawn to showing that 
there is some correlation in the art between amplified genes and increased mRNA expression, and then that there is some correlation in 
the art between increased mRNA expression and increased polypeptide expression. Applicants then attack the Hu et al. reference for 
being a metaanalysis of published work. The declarations of Polakis are noted. However, they are based upon opinion, and do not 
provide data in support of the opinions. It is simply not apparent that it has been established on the record that the invention has a 
disclosed utility or a utility apparent from the art. Hu et al. may have flaws in its analysis, but it represents the state of the art applicable to 
the question of the existence and significance of increased gene or gene product expression in cancer. It is not clear how the narrow 
scope of the analysis provided by Hu et al. would weaken its conclusions. And, conversely, if one cannot drawn broad conclusions from a 
narrower analysis such as in Hu et al., then one certainly could not draw conclusions about the function and therefore possibly the utility of 
one particular gene and its encoded protein based on some degree of homology to known proteases and to a variable degree of 
amplification which might correlate with a cancerous state in the cell. . 
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
